sold at 15 to 2ij per cent, discount 
Stock equivalent to tho amount of 
bonds is issued 
and distributed 


around to men wbo are "on the 
ground floor,"' but who, or most of 
whom, do not risk one dollar in the 
enterprise. 
Whatever this stock 


may be worth—and if the road is 
built it can hardly fail to bo worth 
something—is clear gain. 
Then the 


road is mortgaged for its equipment, 
and if the original amount borrowed 
is not sufficient to carry out all the 
schemes and support all tho extrava- 
gance of the projectors, a second or 
oven a third mortgage is issued. Ho 
by the time the road is finished and 
equipped it is bonded §80,000, itiO,- 
0<X> or even ?50,000 per mile, and 
fully half this debt, oven more some 
times, represents the gain of the fa- 
vored fow who are inside of the pro- 
ject, but who are careful to get out- 
side of it before bankruptcy over- 
takes it.

arose from abbreviating the name oT *™ 
station—thus, "Car"—in receiving the or"- 
der and iu filling it out "Caraon" instead 
of Carpenter after all the message had 
been taken down. The theory is that 
Miss Mitchell was rushed in receiving 
the message and had to abbreviate the 
words to keep np with the operator at 
Springfield. The message aa filled out 
by Miss Mitchell was repeated to Spring- 
field and marked "13" or "O. K." by 
King. The same message ordering the 
trains to pass at Carpenter was received 
and taken down correctly at Edwards- 
ville at the same time, and so the orders 
received by Conductor Morgan and En- 
gineer Silsbee, of 45, were correct. But 
for the fatal error in abbreviating the 
telegram received at Stannton, the trains 
would have passed at Carpenter without 
accident, and Silsbee and Dresser would 
be alive to-dav. In all probability King 
and Miss Mitchell will be indicted by the 
Montgomery county grand jury. The 
accident 
resulted 
from 
carelessness. 


What the punishment will be under the 
circumstances of course no one can foi e- 
tell. It is known that both Mr. King and 
Miss Mitchell feel very badly about the 
dreadful occurrence. It cannot be said 
that they were guilty of criminal intent 
in their alleged carelessness.
